hoard of a club or a group of persons 
devoted to training their eyes! The 
result ig that we modern dwellers in 
cities go through life half blind aud 
growing more so, when a little atten- 
tion would not only strengthen a most 
important "sense," as well as reveal 
beauties in nature that wo literally 
know not of.

The recent frightful ^ accident which 


happened to a stage In Southern Ore- 
gon can not fail, says the New York 
limes, to call the attention of-the state 
authorities to the necessity of protect- 
ing settlers against the attacks of sal-, 
moa. The stage in question was cross- 
ing Applegate Creek, when it was sud- 
denly attacked by a drove of salmon 
The stage was instantly overturned, 
and tho hungry fish swarmed over it, 
while the stage driver, with great pres- 
ence of mind, cut the traces of his 
horses and, throwing himself across the 
off wheel-horse,—a powerful animal 
formerly the property of Dr. Goodrich, 
of Olympio,—managed to escape. The 
dispatch which conveys to us this pain- 
ful story nays nothing of the fate of the 
stage passengers, but, unfortunately, 
thare is every reason to believe that 
they fell victims to the salmon. 


The Oregon aolmon luu long been 


regarded by experieneed western hunt- 
ers as the most dangersus animal in-

larger than the salmon of the Atlantic 
coast, and, unlike the latter, which is

Let him 
not bo imposed upon by pretentious 
claptrap, but stand unshaken and un- 
awed amid papiermnche earthquakes 
and avalanches of blank verse, main- 
taining, as Emerson says, "that a pop- 
gun is a popgun, though tho ancient 
and honorable of this world aflirm it to 
be the crack of doom." 
When his 


judgment is at variance with that of 
the majority let him give full weight to 
tho popular verdict, and toll how tha 
piece pleased tho gods though it dis- 
pleased Cato-^-or vice versa. 
Let him 


avoid, as far as possible, critical com- 
monplaces, such as "the idea is not 
strikingly original," "the 
characters 


are either lay figures or caricatures," 
and so forth. 
Such remarks may be 


tdkon for granted in the vast majority 
of cases. 
What we demand of a play- 


wright is not to tell an absolutely now 
story, but to tell his old story froshlv 
and well. If, by chance, lie "docs hit 
on a novel theme or draw a character 
with keen and just observation1, let us 
point it out as a striking morit instead 
of sneering at him, In other cases, fora 
defect which, in these days, is almost 
inseparable from the conditions under 
which he works. 
Above all things, let 


us in this sphere keep our moral judw- 
ment on the alert. The no-ideals of 
irresponsible farco aro much loss in- 
jurious than the false ideals of would- 
be moral comedy and drama. 
An un- 


due concession to narrow prejudice or 
cowardly convention should be un- 
sparingly denounced because it is in- 
sidiously and subtly destructive.—The 
Kineteentk Century.

One 
blow of the salmon's tail almost invari- 
ably proves fatal, and if he can once 
set his terrible teeth in the flesh of the 
hunter he can not be shaken off. 
The 


only chance of escape is for the hunter 
to drive his knife into the fish's heart, 
but such a blow to .bo effective must be 
delivered immediately behind the pec- 
toral fin, and it requires the utmost 
coolness for a man to face tho rush of 
a maddened salmon and wait until he 
can stab him in the only vulnerable 
part. Scores of hunters who have suc- 
cessfully fought the grizzly bear have 
fallen victims to the Oregon salmon 
and scores of others, crippled and 
mangled, survive to toll the story of 
tlieir blood-curdling experience while 
in tho very jaws of a monster fish, 


Were the salmon to confine them- 


selves wholly to tlie water they would 
be comparatively harmless, for no man 
wonld be in danger unless he ventured 
into the salmon pool. But,unlike most 
of our American fishes, tho Orco^n sal- 
mon is in the habit of leaving the water 
and wandering through the forest in 
search of prey.

ed and devoured. Two years ago the 
forest in the neighborhood of East Mel. 
ville, in Southern Oregon, was iufested 
by a pair of salmon of unusual size and 
ferocity. 
Hardly a night passed that 


some settler did not lose a valuable do- 
mestic animal, and no less tlian five 
human lives were sacrificed almost 
within sight of the Methodist meetino'- 
house. The people of tho town never 
went out of tlieir houses unarmed, and 
they lost so much sleep in consequence) 
of tlie nightly and incessant roaring of 
the fish that life was really a burde'n to 
them. The town authorities offered a 
reward of $1,000 for the head of either 
of the two salmon, but no local hunter 
was bold enough to make the attempt 
to gain it. These formidable fish were 
finally killed by d party of hunters, 
nine in number, from Tacoma, who 
assisted by a pack of well-trained fish- 
hounds, tracked the salmon to their 
lair in a small pool of stagnant water 
and shot them with a Galling gun. 
Twenty-two bullets wore found in the 
body of the male and seventy-four in 
that of tho female. 
The former fell 


dead at the first fire, bat the latter, al- 
though severely wounded, rushed on 
the hunters, and succeeded in killing 
one and disabling eight dogs before she 
was finally conquered. 


In winter, the Oregon salt ion, ren- 


dered more fearless than evet by want 
of food, roam over the country in packs 
and droves of from twenty-five to a 
thousand fish. No exact statistics as 
to the annual loss of life by salmon in 
Oregon are at present accessible, but it 
is believed that in prdportion to its 
population Oregon loses as many inhab- 
itants yearly by salmon as India loses 
by tigers. 


The only way in which to meet this 


great evil is for the state government 
to offer a reward of, say, $100 for every 
salmon killed within its borders. Such 
an offer would cause an instant emigra- 
tion of thousands of fearless hunters 
from every state in the Union to Ore- 
gon. 
Some lives wonld. of course, be 


lost, bnt the salmon would soon be 
practically exterminated, nnd it would 
become possible for a stago to pass 
even Applegate's creek without being 
attacked and destroyed by salmon. 


On tho threshold a<* wo depart stand 


the pretty Uudeier (dairy maida) in the 
neat costume of the people in the Quid- 
brandsdal Valley, nodding a tender 
farewell to us and wishin<* us a hearty 
"Lykke pan Iteisen." 
Yes, there they 


stand, following us with their. gaze as 
we proceed along tho steep mountain 
path till we disappear from view in tho 
rocky glen. I said "path." 
Well, 


that is the namo assigned to it, but 
never did I imagine the existence of 
such a riding "ladder," and it may 
well be necessary to have the peculiar 
race of mountain horses- found here for 
a rider to get safely to his journey's 
end. Now the road lies through rapid 
mountain streams where the roaring 
waterfall may in an instant sweep man 
and beast into a yawning abyss below, 
and now across tho precipice, where 
the lake divides the mountains, and 
death lurks a yard to your left. 
Again 


across the steepest slopes, where nature 
appears to have amused herself by toss- 
ing masses of jagged, tottering rocks 
In heaps, and where no ordinary horse's 
hoof wonld find a safe hold, 
But if 


you only watch these bravo nnd saga. 
cious little animals, how carefully they 
consider tho slightest movement and

Ivy Against tlio Walls of Dwellings. 


We have frequently hoard it main- 


tained that it is injurious and tmwiso 
to permit ivy to cover tho walls of 
dwelling houses, as it must necessarily 
occasion an internal damp, prejudicial 
to human health and comfort, by ar- 
resting tho rain and conducting it'into 
the crevices of tlio walls, dotainino- it 
there until it oozes through and occa- 
sions such injurious dampness as it 
must be most desirable to prevent.cveu 
at the expense of sacrificing such an 
ornamental covering as a luxuriant and 
evergreen or variegated ivy. 
Now ex- 


perience and reason testify to the very 
opposite of this, and they are found 
boldly asserting that no covering what- 
ever is better calculated or more pow- 
erfully and uniformly tends to effect 
the desirablo object of keopino- the 
walls of a house dry, both internally 
and externally, than a general coat of 
ivy on the outside. Lot any one ex- 
amine any ivy-covered wall, and they 
will discover the leaves hang down.one 
over another, from tho highest point to 
which the plant attains to the ground, 
forming an ornamental shield that casts 
off tho rain and prevents its beating 
against the wall, conveying it from 
leaf to leaf downward, preventing its 
ever coming in contact with or moist- 
ening tho walls; while the clinging na- 
ture of the plant, intended for tho pur- 
pose of adhesion, thrusts its shoots in- 
to the crevices as roots and claspers, 
according as it ascends and acts as so 
many sucking engines, extracting and 
drawing away for the nourishment of 
its own luxuriance whatever moisture 
the walls may bo supposed to attract 
or imbibe from the atmosphere. 
No 


walls are dryer, or so dry, as those to 
which ivy forms a permanent external 
covering. Inside tho shoots and next 
the wall will be found, in addition, a 
coating of dry dust and cobwebs, keep, 
ing the walls perfectly dry in tho wet- 
test of weather, and that, too, on 
aspects mostly exposed to the'rain and 
least to the cheering smiles of the sun.

Pro-Historical Rcllos. 


A short time ago Judge Motcalf, liv- 


ing at 815 Champa street, in Denver, 
was hunting door with a son iq Mancos 
or Santa Lucia valley, New Mexico, 
a^bout twenty-five miles oast of Silver 
City. 
While tracking a door over an 


old Indian trail through a canyon they 
observed, about 150 feet above the 
crcok bottom where they were, an op- 
ening or cavo, apparently cut into tlio 
steep side of tho clill'. Climbing to it 
with some difficulty, they found a cave 
evidently tho work of man, 100 foot 
deep, 2o feet wide, and about 12 foot 
high. The floor of this cave was cov- 
ered with tho excrement of bats. While 
resting after tho hard climbyoung Mot- 
calf thrust tho ramrod of his gun into 
tho floor, and felt something rattle 
against tho end. A small portion of 
the covering was 
then turned up. 


lliey ascertained that tho excrement 
deposit was from one to three feet in 
thickness. Beneath this was a de- 
posit of what was afterward found to 
tie animal charcoal from ten to four- 
teen inches deep, and under this a 
Jayor of ashes packed lightly down 
from six to ten inches deep. It was 
after penetrating the latter that they 
made their most important discovery 
ihis was a largo number of relics of 
various kinds, consisting of Ouros of

STONE WALL JACKSON. 


Interesting Faets About the DlitlngnUlied 


Confederate General—An Eccen- 


tric but Ploua Han. 


"I first mot Stonewall Jackson when 


be was a college professor and I 
student at Lexington, and afterwarc 
when be was a commander and I an 
officer of tho Army of Virginia. 
Hi 


was ono of the grandest men it has 
been my good fortune to claim as 
friend." 


Tho speaker was Col. Goorgo H 


Moffat, a gentleman of wealth and leis 
nrc, writes a Buckingham, W. V., cor- 
respondent to the Pittsburg Dispatch 
Continuing, ho saW: 


"During-the years which I spent ul 


college in Lexington, Vu., I made mi 
home with Mrs. Dr. Estclle. Sho was 
a warm-hearted and cultured southern 
woman and a close friend of Jackson, 
who was then professor of ruathomat- 
ics at tho state military institute. Ho 
called often at hor home, and it was 
there that I came to know him, in the 
autumn of 1.859. I shall never forgei 
tho first time I mot him. As a boy '. 
beard of his heroic struggles as a cadel 
at West Point, and his dashing anc 
gallant services witli Gen. Scott ir 
Mexico. In imagination I had crcatec 
an ideal, which made my first meeting 
with him a keen disappointment. 


"Instead of tho handsome, polished 


gentleman I had pictured, I found him 
awkward in appearance, severely plain 
in dross, and stiff and constrained in 
bearing. But when he began to talk 
my momentary disappointment passed 
away. His voice was soft, musical, 
and expressive, and in conversation 
his eyes of gray would light up in 
way which showed that through the 
man's nature ran u vein of sentiment 
as tender as that of a woman. As 
listened to his terse and well-rounded 
sentences, always instructive and full 
of meaning, boy though I was, I felt 
that he possessed power which, in 
stirring times, would make him a lead- 
er among his fellows. 
Whon in later 


years I saw his appearance on the bat- 
llo-n'old gave renewed courage to vet- 
erans who had faced dcatli in a thous- 
and forms, I knew that my conviction 
was not a mistaken one. 


'Ono thing which made me sincere- 


ly respect Jackson was that ho was a 
profoundly devout man. Ho believed 
implicitly in a divine power, and labor- 
ed constantly to bring himself and 
those to whom he hold the rotation of 
teacher to the highest ideal of man- 
hood. An incident which comes to 
my mind now will illustrate this phase 
of his character: 


"Jackson was the superintendent of 


a Sunday school in Lexington mado up 
of colored children. My collage chum 
was a teacher in this school, and one 
day during his absence I took charge 
of his class. It was a Sunday in sum- 
mer, 
and the room was tilled with 


children ranging from 6 to 15 years of 
age. Scattered among them were sev- 
eral whito ladies and gentlemen who 
acted as teachers. Just as the clock 
was striking 3 tho superintendent call- 
ed tho school to order with a prayer, 
larnost and full of feeling, which went 


landlcd the lesson of tho day, touching 
ipon all the points that would interest 
us little hearers, was admirable. His 
way of stating old truths was also 
inarming in its freshness ami simplic- 
ty. Some of the aristocratic people of 
he towu looked with disfavor upon 
his undertaking of Jackson's, but his 
teart was in his work, and thcu, as 
ever, heeding not what others said, ho 
ltd what heDclievetl to be his duty. 
The success of tlio school was always 
dear to him, and even after the war 
had broken out and ho had left Lex- 
ington his letters always expressed the 
desire that it should bo kept up as of 
old. 


"Jackson's lirst wife was the daugh- 


ter of Kev. George Jenkins, tho presi- 
dent of Washington and Jefierson col- 
lege. It was one of tho (.triUinj* anom- 
alies of the war that, while Jackson 
was tho idol ol tho southern cause, his 
father-in-law was an extreme unionist, 
and at the beginning of tho war, on 
account of his decided views, tendered 
his resignation and went north. Jack- 
son's second wife, by whom ho had 
one child, a daughter, is still living, 
and often visits Parkcrsburg, this state, 
where tho'relatives of her husband's 
mother, tho Neals, reside. 
Both of 


Jackson's wives were noblo women, and 
to both he was warmly attached. 


"Though, as I have said, Jackson 


was reserved and austere in his bear- 
ing, ho was one of tho most popular 
mon in Lexington. Modest, and al- 
ways unwilling to make a showing of 
his powers, everyone, sooner or later, 
came to regard him as a remarkable 
man, and oven if they di<t not claim 
him as a friend they respected him 
sincerely, and were prompt to show 
him that they did. In the class-room 
he was impartial and strict, but not 
severe. A dull student always received 
the kindliest encouragement from him, 
while a lazy ono was just as sure of a 
reprimand. There ore scores of men 
who owe the education they possess to 
the thorough grounding received dur- 
ing the years spent under Prof. Jack- 
son. 


"When in ApTil, 1861. news reached 


Lexington that tho ordinance of se- 
cession had been passed, tho sleepy old 
town seemed suddenly changed to a 
military camp, and on every side were 
soon tho preparations for war. It was 
decided that the older cadets at the 
military institute should be sent to the 
various recruiting stations to drill the 
volunteers. And so one day iu May, 
with Jackson at their head, they march- 
ed away. I'oor lads! too many of thorn 
—far too many—that morning was only 
the bright opening of a career soon to 
end in suffering and death. Tho time 
set for their departure was a still, sun- 
ny Sunday morning, and all tho people 
of the town, several thousand in num- 
ber, had gathered to see them off. 
Tho 


cadets, numbering two hundred, wera 
drawn up in front of tho gate of the 
fortress-like institute building, waiting 
for Jackson's appearance. 
After a 


time be came riding out through tbe 
gateway on tho homely sorrel which 
afterward became almost as famous as 
its master. He had barely reached (he 
head of tbo column, and, wheeling, 
stood facing tho multitude, when, tak- 
ing off his slouch hat, ho said in a low 
voice: 'Lotus pray.' And then an 
aged minister of the town, Dr. White, 
lifted his voice in prayer. 1 can not 
recall his words, and only remember 
that he prayed God's blessing might 
rest upon tbe cause for which tho young 
mon were going forth to battle, and 
His bands might protect them. When 
be had finished, Jackson faced his men, 
and in quick, sharp tones gave the or- 
der: 'Forward, march!' 
'And obey- 


ing bis command, with him at their 
bead, they marched away. On reach- 


ing the top of a hill overlooking tbe 
town they halted, and Jackson, turn- 
ing, waved his hat to tho people be- 
low. 
Another movement and they 


were gone. Nover again did the peo- 
ple of Lexington see Jackson until he 
was brought back and laid to rest in 
tho old burying-ground. 


'•In tbe days that followed I saw 


Jackson ofteu—for the lost time just 
after the battle of Manassas, early in 
September of 1862. I was then serving 
in the llth Virginia cavalry, of Stuart's 
division, my command being encamp- 
ed in Prince William county, Virginia. 
I was sick at that time, but having 
been refused a furlough by Gen. Stu- 
art, I preferred remaining jn camp to 
tho hospital. 
At last a friend of mine 


wont to Gen. Jackson, who readily 
granted me leave of absence, and I 
went to my home in Western Virginia. 
My next tidings of Jackson were that 
he was dead." 


There is considerable barbed fence

will pack off the subject of it, at the 
shortest notice, to the south of France. 
Ho know too well that what is spoken 
lightly of as a "nervous disturbance" 
may imply that tho whole machinery 
of life is in a deranged condition, and 
that every individual organ" would 
rroan aloud if it had any other language 
ihan tho terrible inarticulate one" 6f 
jain by which to communiate with tbe 
consciousness.—Oliver Wendell Holmes 
in April Atlantic.

A Great Year For Chewing Gum. 


This is a great gum year in Maine, 


especially on the Penobscot, and now 
that the sun is climbing up into the 
north a little and the lumbermen are 
coming out, tho air is fairly redolent 
with the perfume of the spruce. The 
logs, knees, and bark are not the only 
valuable part of the great timber tree," 
for the gum la worth considerable even 
in its rough state, just as it is hacked 
from the crotches of the old trees 
There are two or three firms here 
which buy large quantities of it from 
the lumbermen and gum-hunters for 
the purpose of refining it, as they say. 
But as a general thing the refining con- 
sists in adulteration with rosin. They 
throw it into a big kettle, bark and all, 
and boil it to about tho consistency of 
thick molasses,skimming the impurities 
off as they rise to tbe surface. Then, 
if the purpose be to adulterate, some 
lard or grease and a lot ot rosin is add- 
ed, and m some coses a little sugar. 
The mixture then becomes thicker.and, 
after more stirring, is poured cut on a 
slab, where, while it is yet hot, it is 
rolled out in a sheet about a quarter of 
an inch thick, and then chopped with 
a steel die into pieces half an inch 
wide and three-quarters of an inch 
long. These pieces are wrapped in 
tissue paper and packed in wooden 
boxes. There are two hundred pieces 
in a box. Some gum is treated ,in this 
way without adulteration. 


The best cum. comes from no par- 


ticular locality, but always from the 
biggest trees. 
Tbe doctors up here 


say chewing gum benefits the teeth. 
Tbe loggers, m their many idle hours 
by tbe camp fire, whittle out miniature 
barrels from blocks of cedar or white 
pine, hollow them out, and fill them 
with the choicest gum the woods afford 
for gifts to their sweethearts, Children, 
or friends when they "come down" in 
the spring. Others, who go Into the 
woods for gum alone, bring down big 
bags of gum, and sell it to the manu- 
facturers of the improved article. Up 
here adulterated gum is called patent 
gum.—New York Sun.

Where 
this stream has its origin or at what 
point it is swallowed np is absolutely 
unknown, although it is believed that 
its sources are a long way up in the 
North country.—Virginia (A'cu.) En- 
terprise.
